President Roosevelt issued a procla- 
mation today defining “implements 
of war’ under the neutrality act. The 
list includes all rifles of 26.5 caliber 
and above. 

The is not the embargo list, 
which the President is required to is- 
sue automatically against any nation 
that declares war before March 1. If 
an embargo declared, Mr. Roose- 
velt must proclaim a new list, but it 
may contain the same items or may 
be made even more inclusive. 

The proclamation listed six cata-

GENERAL FOULOIS 
QUITS AIR SERVICE 


Army’s First Flyer Will 
Take 3 Months’ Rest Be- 


fore Retiring. 

WASHINGTON, 25.—{P)— 
The army's first flyer—Major General 
Benjamin D. Foulois—reétired from ac- 
tive service today after having flown 
everything from the Wright brothers’ 
new-fangled invention to the latest, 
awiftest plane in the skies, 

Foulois started a three-month leave 
which will expire coincident with his 
retirement from the army on Christ- 
mas, and end his four-year term as 
chief of the army air corps. 

By his act he ends the long and bit- 
ter fight by the house subcommittee on 
military affairs to have him ousted 
as chief of air corps because of his 
plane purchases by negotiated con- 
tracts instead of by competitive bid- 
ding. 

Brigadier General Oscar Westover, 
now assistant chief, will be acting 
chief pending appointment of Foulois’ 
successor by President Roosevelt some- 
time in December. 

As observer for Orville Wright in 
the first plane purchased by the gov- 
ernment he made the first cross-coun- 
trv flight ever made in America, a 
distance of 10 miles, averaging 42 
miles an hour at an altitude of 600 
feet. That established world’s records 
for distance, speed and altitude.

«COAL STRIKE DISPUTE 


REMAINS UNSETTLED 


Wage Differentials Split Ne- 
gociators; Plenty of Fuel 
| on Hand. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(7)\— 


Arguments over wage differeftials to- | 


day put a new schism between the 
operators and miners seeking a wace- 
hour contract to end the three-day- 
old soft coal strike. 

The disagreement over what wage 
increase Appalachian producers would 
give their miners remained, however, 
the major gulf separating the con- 
tract negotiators. 

Neither side had yielded ground up 
to tonight, the producers reiterating 
they offered a 7 1-2-cent-a-ton  in- 
crease for miners digging coal and the 
miners steadily repeating they could 
and would accept nothing less than a 
§-cent increase. That was their stand 
when the coal strike was called in 
the early hours of Monday. 

Guffey Group Meets. 

Another element in the coal situ- 
ation took shape today—but still so 


distantly removed from the immediate | 


strike situation as to leave its ulti- 
mate influence unknown. The na- 
tional coal commission. product of 
the administration’s Guffey coal bill, 
met for the first time at the White 
House. 

The commissioners, 


met with Marvin H. MelIntyre, a 
White House secretary, then planned 
to hold a later talk with the Presi- 
dent himself. ‘The administration's 
expressed theory of the coal act 1s 
that it will exert a stabilizing influ- 
ence on the industry's price structure 
and thereby reflect favorably on wage 
levels. 

Talk was current today in the lobby 
of the hotel where the strike nexgo- 
tiating committee met that the pro- 
ducers would give way in the ton- 
nage rate fight if they obtained satis- 
factory concessions from the miners 
on some working conditions. ‘This, 
however, had no immediate official 
confirmation,

The chief difficulty in solving social problems is not the difference 
in incomes but the difference in desires and temperaments. 

The conditions that bring happiness to one person might be un- 
bearable to another. 

The happiest literates in our commonwealth are the sons and daugh- 
es of the prosperous middle class who are yet in their irresponsible 
eens. 

They have enough money for their needs, abundant leisure, no oner- 
ous burdens or responsibilities, and a blissful unawareness of bread-and- 
butter problems and the future. 

That state, to the average adult, would seem the perfection of 2 
Utopian dream. 

Any man who has done his bit in the army can tell you how enjoy- 
able it is. For the average buck private, despite kitchen police, fatigue 
duty and discipline, found army life a happy-go-lucky existence suited to 
his temperament. 

He had the feeling that he was important; he had close buddies and 
a feeling of comradeship with thousands; he had enough spending money 
to supply his needs; he had the assurance of three meals a day. care in 
time of sickness, and a pension if he got hurt. And he was free of all 
anxiety, for he knew that a power above him was taking all responsibility 
and ordering all things well. An empty pocket never caused him a 
moment's worry. 

That kind of existence would please the majority. Perhaps it would 
please nine in each ten. And it wouldn’t be difficult to arrange in this 
“era of abundance,” when machines are doing the work and there aren’t 
enough jobs to go around. 

But there are people of another type, like the soldiers gnawed by 
ambition who worked like beavers or played adroit politics to win promo- 
tion and place and power. 

Men of this kind covet responsibility. They enjoy risk, strife and 
the job of overcoming obstacles. Ease and security would bore them 
beyond endurance. 

The problem is to provide easy security for those who prefer it and
